We have distri- 
buted many of these varieties of seeds for more than 20 years and our 
supplies under this program will be from the identical specialists who 
have supplied these varieties to us during that time. None of our Harrold 
Bred Specialties will be included in this departments stock. They will be 
continued exactly as in the past. Rather this stock will be confined to 
those varieties and strains that are completely standard in the seed and 
Nursery trade. The seeds that we will supply from this and future price- 
lists will come from the cultures of six of the largest, most reputable and 
best known general seed growers on the West Coast. Among them they 
produce more than 75% of the seeds of these varieties now distributed 
in the American market. Whether you buy from this list or from any 
other American seed dealer the probabilities are great that yor. will 
receive the same seeds from the cultures of this same group of growers. 
They are the only source of a great many of these varieties we list here.

WHY WE CAN AFFORD YOU THESE SAVINGS 


From your standpoint every dollar you save in operating costs without 
reducing production and quality is the equivalent of an increase of $5.00 
in business done. There are few concerns today who can show a net profit 
of 20% on their operation. Therefore with gross operating overhead 
representing an average of 80 to 85% of your gross sales every cent you 
can cut from this overhead is the equivalent of an increase of about five 
times that amount in returns from sales. 


There are definite reasons why we anticipate heing able to swing this 


plan to the benefit of all concerned. Some of these reasons we enumerate 
as follows. 


1: This program as planned is so attractive that we feel sure of 
developing a substantial volume right from the start. It is a common 
principle in the business world that volume sales mean either greater 
profits or lower prices.

Our 
years of experience in this industry have demonstrated that because of 
the serious problems caused by outdating of seeds with the resultant 
heavy inventory losses, present high markups are necessary if much in- 
ventory is to be of a speculative nature. Our proximity to the growing 
sources of this material makes it practical to render reasonable service 
and delivery with a minimum of inventory. This is also a great advantage 
from your standpoint. It almost completely eliminates carry over of seed 
from one crop to the next. We will always supply you with seeds of the 
latest available harvest. 


3: We are not going to offer Super-Duper special services - 12 hour 
shipment, free air shipment or other specials under this program. We do 
expect to maintain supplies in our shipping warehouse that will enable 
us to ship under average conditions in a reasonable time and in case of 
shortage we can fill in from growers stock within approximately a week. 
The savings this plan affords you makes it well worth your while to an- 
ticipate your needs by a matter of two or three weeks; even a month and 
to order your requirements in adequate time. We can both save money if 
you plan your schedules in advance without affecting quality results in 
any way. Lack of foresighted planning and procrastination in ordering 
has to be passed on to you in higher prices. It necessitates larger invest- 
ment in inactive inventory and maintenance of a bigger, more costly 
organization to give you super service at peak rush periods. If you expect 
the seedsmen to do your planning for you and render 12 hour service he 
must place speculative contracts for seeds to supply this type of trade 
from six to twelve months in advance. This makes heavy inventories 
with their outdating losses and a larger office force mandatory. All of 
this must be added to the price of the seeds. 


4: We can offer you the best possible “spot’’ deliveries. That is because 
of our close proximity to the major producing areas. We are able to fill in 
“spot’’ on short notice whenever our inventory runs low or when you want 
some items in larger quantities. If you want unusually large quantities 
of any of this stock we shall indeed be glad to quote special quantity 
prices. While normally certain specific groups of this stock will come from 
a specific grower, our wide experience with the cultures of all six of our 
growers enables us to cover on shortages as long as stock is available in 
the growers hands anywhere out here on the coast. 


A NEW SYSTEM OF PRICING AND QUANTITIES 


We believe that we are introducing in this folder, the most logical and unusual 
pricing method introduced to the seed trade in the last fifty years. As we all know 
there has grown up in our trade, through common usage, a system of fractional 
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weights which afford absolutely no basis of quantity comparison of the seeds in a 
given fractional amount without extensive figuring. This currently used system is 
also far from efficient when a breakdown of quantities is involved for it requires 
as many as seven fractions between the ljogth. ounce and the full ounce. The system 
we are trying to inaugurate here will afford much greater flexibility. While the 
1/100th. ounce will be the smallest unit in finer more costly seeds and 1/10th. 
ounce in the cheaper varieties this method of pricing permits the computing of price 
and quantity in fractional ounces with but two or at most three price groupings. 
It also affords much closer matching of purchase to needs as a larger number of 
fractions may be computed for the in-between quantities often desirable. There is 
also the advantage and convenience of direct comparison of number of seeds in a 
given quantity as well as production requirements based on average production from 
a given unit of seeds. While on first examination this system may seem strange a 
little thought will show that it is logical and simple. Being based on decimal instead 
of geometrical fractions the convenience will be quickly apparent and it will be 
found simple and most effective in use. We only suggest a little care in making up 
your orders until you have familiarized yourself with its principles. 


ALL PRICES BASED ON A UNIFORM UNIT 


In examining our price formula it will be found that but three units have been 
used, the 1/100th. ounce; the 1/10th. ounce and the ounce. By doing this any 
amount of seed, from 1/100th. ounce to several pounds can be easily and quickly 
computed both as to price and probable production in units so flexible as to make 
much closer buying practical. How many times have you bought an ounce of seed 
when actually you needed only %4th. of an ounce simply because the price jumped 
from % to a full ounce? You probably justified this by telling yourself that you 
could carry over the overage to the next planting season only to find your storage 
conditions were not good and it was a total loss or that you didn’t want to plant 
that variety later. With the pricing system on a decimal basis you can match your 
purchases much more closely to your current requirements at a saving in cost that 
is substantial. 


From the seedsmen’s standpoint this system affords a simpler pricing formula 
which is much easier for order clerks to handle and by installing scales having 
their calibration in 1/100th. ounce the packeting routine is simplified and possibility 
of error much reduced. This gives a much better efficiency in marketing with its 
resultant saving in handling costs. From every angle we believe this method has 
much to offer. Whether we can make it our regular practice in serving you depends 
on you, our customers and the support you give it. We’d really appreciate any 
comments you might care to make on it and any suggestions you may feel would 
improve it. 


COMPARISON WITH CURRENT FRACTIONS 


We give here a table of the commonly used fractions and their nearest compar- 
ative quantity in decimals. These are carried on through to the thousandth in order 
to be completely accurate but for practical purposes the first two figures will give 
the hundreths and the first figure the tenths equivalent. These figures will be found 
of interest as a comparison and guide to ordering from this list. WE ESPECIALLY 
REQUEST THAT IN COMPARING OUR PRICES THAT YOU DO SO ON THE 
CUNCE BASIS. In the case of our price per 1/100th. ounce add two zeros to 
our 1/100th. price and compare with the ounce price of most seedsmen. Where 
listing is per 1/10th. ounce add one zero and you have the ounce rate for compar- 
ison. In most cases you will find our prices on minimum (less than half ounce 
prices) to be lower than most current prices by the full ounce unit.

Credit and the book work that it involves has been no small item in causing 
increasingly higher prices in the seed trade. To afford this sort of service to you 
bookkeeping and added clerical costs, collection costs and credit losses must nat- 
urally be calculated in the list price of the merchandise by the seller offering this 
service. It is true that credit buying is convenient at times but as many of these 
items are purchased but once or twice a year, you are afterall paying a pretty good 
price for this service in comparison with the prices and service offered here. While 
some firms offer a cash discount of 2% or 5% this does not compare with the 
savings under the same circumstances available to you here.
